This  work  has  at  length 
been  tisned  in  two  octavo  volumes.  It  has  been  so 
widely  read,  as  it  appeared  in  Harper's  Magazine, 
and  so  mnch  commented  on,  that  we  can  add  nothing 
to  the  reader’s  information  as  to  the  general  cha¬ 
racter  of  the  work.  That  it  possesses  ability  and 
interest,  and  unites  industrious  research  with  a 
popular  style,  and  that  enthusiasm  in  the  subject 
which,  whether  right  or  wrong,  is  a  sure  passport  to 
the  public  sympathy,  will  not  be  doubted.  Its  his¬ 
toric  accuracy  and  fairness,  and  its  moral  tendency 

_ matters  of  far  higher  moment — will  not  be  so 

nnanimonsly  disposed  of.  We  have  no  question  of 
the  author’s  implicit  sincerity  in  all  that  he  has 
written.  If  ho  had  been  writing  the  life  of  the 
Apostle  Panl,  he  could  not  have  been  more  earnest 
— hardly  more  eulogistic.  Ilis  Napoleonic  zeal  l)c- 
comes  amusing  at  times,  and  is  perhaps,  the  best 
antidote  to  any  apprehended  evil  influence  of  the 
book.  It  is  derived  from  almost  exclusively  French 
sources — in  the  great  majority  of  ca.scs  from  the  en¬ 
thusiastic  panegyrics  that  were  called  forth  on  the 
exile  oi  death  of  the  great  idol.  They  certainly 
4tfThr  from  the  English  and  German  estimates,  from 
which  the  popular  impressions  of  Napoleon  in  this 
country  have  been  derived ;  but  are  about  as  reliable 
as  the  plea  of  an  advocate  before  a  jury,  er  the  pious 
eulogies  of  some  funeral  sermons  and  obituary  no¬ 
tices.  The  work  is  in  its  chief  respects,  more  read¬ 
able  than  reliable — more  popular  than  permanent. 
The  amiable  author  expects  a  total  revolution  of  all 
historic  conclusions  respecting  Napoleon,  as  the  re¬ 
sult  of  his  labors:  we  fear  he  is  doomed  to  disap¬ 
pointment,  and  that  the  most  decided  change  of 
public  opinion  which  the  work  will  effect,  will  relate 
rather  to  the  author  than  to  the  subject.  (2  vols.

Bishop  Heddinu.  A  Memoir  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Hcdding,  late  senior  Bishop  of  tho  Methodist 
Chnrcii,  has  been  prepared  by  tho  Rev.  Dr.  Clark, 
which  is  published  in  a  handsome  volume.  It  pro¬ 
fesses  to  portray  tho  Life  and  Times  of  this  vener¬ 
able  man,  and  involves  almost  the  entire  history  of 
this  denomination,  at  least  for  some  thirty  years 
past.  In  tho  controversies  and  vicissitudes  of  the 
denomination  during  this  period,  Bishop  Hedding 
took  always  a  prominent  part,  giving  the  character¬ 
istic  form  and  i>olicy  to  the  issue.

TEMPERANCE  IN  WlNE-PRODi'CINt! 

COUNTRIES, 

It  is  a  prevalent  opinion  that  tlicro  is  very 
little  intemperance  in  countries  where  wine  i.s 
produced  in  abundance,  and  drank  by  tho  people 
as  a  common  beverage.  Mr.  Greeley,  however, 
from  his  recent  observations  in  France,  comes  to 
a  different  conclusion  : 


As  to  tho  temperance  of  wine-producing  na¬ 
tions,  and  of  this  one  in  particular,  a  great  deal 
has  been  boastingly  said,  which  is  not  half  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  facts.  It  is  tnie  that  tho  jicoplc 
of  the  wanner  portions  of  the  temperate  zone  arc 
less  addicted  to  into.\ication  than  are  those  of 
severer  climates  ;  that  there  is  less  dninkenncss 
in  Sicily  than  in  Scotland — in  Lyons  or  Rome 
than  in  Moscow  or  Edinburgh.  It  is  likewise 
true  that  the  milder  and  more  natural  Rtiiuulant.s, 
like  wine  or  beer,  do  not  into.vicatc  or  madden  so 
readily  nor  so  commonly  as  do  the  fiery  products 
of  distillation.  But  that  wine  if///  into.xicate — 
tLaes  intoxicate — that  there  are  confirmed  dnink- 
ards  in  Paris  and  throughout  France — is  also 
notorious  and  undeniable.  You  can  hardly  open 
a  F rench  newspaper  Uiat  docs  not  contain  some 
account  of  a  robbci^  perpetrated  upon  sonic  per¬ 
son  stupefied  by  over-drinking — or  a  police  case 
growing  out  of  a  quarrel  over  the  wine-cup — or 
a  culprit,  when  asked  to  say  why  the  sentence  of 
the  law  should  not  be  pronounced  on  him.  reply¬ 
ing,  “I  was  drunk  when  this  happened;  i  know 
nothing  of  the  matter.” 

That  journeymen  are  quite  commonly  less  fit¬ 
ted  for  and  less  inclined  to  work  on  Monday  than 
on  other  days  of  the  week,  is  as  notorious  here 
as  it  ever  was  in  any  rum-drinking  city.  That 
the  French  character,  male  and  female,  would 
•  stand  higher  in  the  general  estimation,  if  wine 
were  unknown  here,  is  very  plain  to  all  who  look 
throi^h  UQculored  glasses.  And  that  the  love 
of  wine  often  ripens  hero  into  a  tierce  thirst  for 
more  ery  potetions,  is  as  certain  as  that  cidcr- 
drinkers  ever  become  rum-drinkers  in  New-Eng- 
n  wo  or  three  thronged  Parisian  locali-

“A  WREATH  FOR  THE  VICTOR!” 

A  great  multitude  which  no  man  could  number 
was  assembled ;  and  towering  above  all.  a  form 
not  of  earth  stood  holding  aloft  a  garland  whose 
exceeding  beauty  no  mortal  pen  could  describe, and 
no  mortal  pencil  portray.

The  proper  discipline  of  children  often  adds 
ercatly  to  their  happiness.  The  precious  one, 
when  after  a  struggle  it  is  thoroughly  subdued,  is 
sometimes  seen  to  cling  with  fondness  to  the  very 
hand  which  has  chastened  it.  This  is  a  most  ten¬ 
der  and  delightful  development,  and  one,  as  we 
have  seen,  which  is  favorable  to  spiritual  impres¬ 
sions  of  a  corresponding  character.  How  to  per¬ 
petuate  the  ready,  affectiouatc  obedience  of  such 
a  child  through  coming  years,  is  the  problem  now 
immediately  before  us. 

1.  In  the  first  place,  our  own  course  of  man 
agement  must  be  simple,  firm,  uniform  and  affec¬ 
tionate.  A  little  one  but  a  few  months  old  was 
once  readily  subdued  by  slight  physical  inflic¬ 
tions,  accompanied  by  severe  and  by  mild  tones 
of  voice  carefully  adjusted  to  the  quick  alterna¬ 
tions  of  temper  which  were  discoverable.  The 
tones,  thenceforward  applied  uniformly  in  the 
same  manner,  proved  available  without  the  inflic 
tions.  The  latter  were  no  longer  needed.  Yet 
had  the  tones  and  the  manner  been  changed  be¬ 
fore  the  habit  of  obedience  had  been  matured 
there  would  doubtless  have  been  farther  resist¬ 
ance.  In  the  case  before  us,  the  infant  grew  up 
through  tho  years  of  childhood,  entirely  without 
the  usual  manifestations  of  stubbornness.  And 
what  was  better,  when  the  habit  of  obedience  was 
established,  severity  could  usually  lie  laid  aside, 
The  child  had  his  faults.  He  would  be  hasty  and 
forgetful,  and  sometimes  irritable.  But  he  never 
again  needed  correction  for  stubbornness.  Other 
faults  had  frequently  to  lie  dealt  with.  But  he 
could  be  made  to  see  the  necessity  of  discipline 
and  to  confide  in  the  hand  that  so  reluctantly 
inflicted  it.  What  was  so  easily  done  in  a  par¬ 
ticular  case,  might  generally  bo  ofTocted  by  meth 
ods  equally  simple,  with  the  same  affectionate 
care  and  perseverance. 

2.  In  the  second  place,  we  must  watch  against 
the  first  symptoms  of  tardiness  in  obeying  our 
commands.  The  child  will  be  sure  to  exhibit 
them  sooner  or  later.  But  if  we  allow  ourselves 
to  speak  the  second  time  in  securing  obedience, 
we  will  soon  have  to  reiterate  our  commands  in 
tones  of  impatience  and  displeasure.  By  a  little 
watchfulness  and  perseverance  all  this  trouble 
may  be  avoided. 

3.  We  must  not  think  of  correcting  at  once  cv 
cry  little  fault.  Children  cannot  be  immediately 
trained  to  maturity.  We  are  sometimes  tempted 
to  use  severity  when  we  ought  to  exercise  for¬ 
bearance.  This  is  injurious.  It  irritates  and  dis 
courages  the  child.  We  must  make  just  discrim 
illations,  and  not  treat  every  fault  as  if  it  were 
positive  act  of  disobedience. 

4.  We  must  as  early  as  practicable,  deal  with 
the  understanding  and  tho  conscience.  While 
the  child  is  taught  to  obey  implicitly,  there  is 
sometimes  a  great  advantage  in  giving  reasons  for 
our  injunctions.  But  we  should  do  this  volunta 
rily,  and  under  circumstances  which  will  com 
mend  them  to  the  conscience  of  the  child. 

5.  We  must  be  careful  never  to  lay  a  comiiiaiid 
upon  the  child  when  wo  are  not  in  circumstances 
to  secure  oliedicnce.  In  cases  of  sickness  or  of 
strong  nervous  terror,  or  of  sudden  provocation 
by  a  luckless  playmate,  great  judgment  i.s  often 
rc<iuircd.  Delay,  in  such  cases,  is  not  always 
hazardous.  A  child,  for  example,  will  pass 
through  a  long  fit  of  sickness  entirely  without 
discipline,  and  yet  retain  his  spirit  of  obedience 
Yet  let  him  bo  tampered  with,  during  that  sea¬ 
son,  and  a  very  different  result  will  follow. 

0.  All  our  exertions  must  be  accompanied  with 
a  spirit  of  prayerful  deiiendence  upon  God.  But 
on  this  we  need  not  now  enlarge. 

Such  are  the  prominent  traits  of  management 
which  ensure  success.  If  we  begin  aright,  and 
are  sufficiently  watchful  and  jierseveriiig,  we 
need  entertain  no  fears  for  the  result.  By  the 
blessing  of  Providence  on  our  endeavors,  our  chil¬ 
dren  will  continue  to  regard  us  with  reverence 
and  alfection.  For  such  a  blessing  wo  can  well 
afford  to  labor.

A 
man  of  this  sort  once  said,  “  Others  never  give  to 
me,  why  should  I  give  to  others  ?”

Has  God  given  thee  nothing  ?  Who  gave  thee 
reason,  life,  success  ?  Who  prospered  thy  plans  ? 

Who  has 
kept  thy  dwelling  safe  ?  Who  has  warded  off 
from  thee  a  thousand  calamities  which  have  over¬ 
taken  thy  fellows  ?  And  art  thou  then  indebted 
to  none — has  none  a  right  to  thy  bounty  ?  Wilt 
thou  rob  God  ?  Shall  He  have  no  share  of  what 
is  His  own  ?

In  the  June  number  of  Hunt's  Merchants 
Magazine  is  a  table  of  the  average  age  attained 
by  men  pursuing  different  occupations.  Some 
of  its  facts  are  of  such  general  interest  that  we 
glean  them  from  it,  and  present  them  in  chrono¬ 
logical  order. 

The  man  that  dies  youngest,  as  might  be  ex¬ 
pected,  perhaps,  is  the  Railway  Brakcman.  Ilis 
average  age  is  only  27.  Yet  this  must  be  taken 
with  some  allowance,  from  the  fact  that  hardly 
any  but  young  and  active  men  arc  employed  in 
the  capacity. 

At  same  age  dies  the  Factory  Workwoman, 
through  the  combined  inlluence  of  confined  air, 
sedentary  posture,  scant  wages  and  unremitting 
toil. 

Then  comes  the  Railway  Baggageman,  who  is 
smashed,  on  an  average,  at  30. 

Milliners  and  Dressmakers  live  but  little  longer. 
The  average  ago  of  the  one  is  32,  and  the 
other  33. 

The  Engineer,  tho  Fireman,  the  Conductor, 
the  Powder  Maker,  tho  Well  Digger,  and  the 
Factory  Operative,  all  of  whom  are  exposed  to 
sudden  and  violent  deaths,  die  on  an  average 
under  the  age  of  3.5 

The  Cutler,  the  Dyer,  tho  Ijcather  Dresser,  the 
Apothecary',  tho  Confectioner,  the  Cigar  Maker 
the  Printer,  the  Silversmith,  the  Painter,  the  ' 
Shoe  Cutter,  the  Engraver  and  the  Machinist,  all 
of  whom  lead  confined  lives  in  an  unwholesome 
atmosphere,  none  of  thi'in  reach  the  avi'ragc  age 
of  40. 

The  Musician  blows  his  breath  all  out  of  his 
hod}'  at  40.  The  Editor  knocks  himself  into  pi 
at  the  same  acc. 

Then  come  trades  th.at  are  active 
a  purer  air.  The  Baker  lives  to  the  average 
ago  of  43.  the  Butcher  to  10,  the  Brickmakor  to 
47,  the  Carpenter  to  40.  Tho  Furnace  Man  to  42, 
the  ^lason  to  IS,  the  Stone  Cutter  to  4:’,,  the 
Tanner  to  40,  tho  Tinsmith  to  41,  tho  Weaver 
to  44.  the  Drover  to  10,  the  Cook  10  4."),  the  Inn 
Keeper  to  40,  the  Laborer  to  44,  the  Domestic 
Servant  (female)  to  43.  The  Tailor  lives  to  4 ’> 
the  Tailorcss  to  41. 

Why  should  the  Barber  live  till  50,  if  not  to 
show  tho  virtue  there  is  in  personal  neatness 
and  soap  and  water  ? 

Those  who  average  over  half  a  century  among 
mechanics  arc  those  who  keep  their  muscles 
and  lungs  in  healthful  and  moderate  exercise, 
and  are  not  troubled  with  weighty  cares.  The 
Blacksmith  haininers  till  51,  the  Cooper  till  5! 
the  Builder  till  52.  the  Shipwright  till  50,  and 
the  Wheelwright  till  50.  The  Miller  lives  to  ho 
whitened  with  age  as  well  as  flour,  at  01,  The 
Rope  Maker  lengthens  the  threads  of  life  to  54 
Merchants  average  52. 

Professional  men  live  longer  than  is  generally 
supposed.  Litigation  kills  clients  sometimes 
hut  seldom  lawyers,  for  they  average  55.  Phy 
sicians  prove  their  usefulness  by  prolonging  their 
own  lives  to  the  same  period.  Clergymen,  who 
it  is  to  be  presumed,  enjoy  a  greater  mental 
serenity  than  others,  last  till  50. 

Seafaring  life  and  its  adjuncts,  seem,  instead 
of  dangerous,  to  he  actually  conducive  to  longe 
vity.  Wo  have  already  seen  that  the  Shijiwright 
lives  till  56.  The  Sailor  averages  13,  the  Caulker

Men  were  hard  at  work,  thinking  life  was  hard, ' 
dull  business,  and  laughing  in  their  coat-sleeves 
at  people  who  could  turn  everything  they  touched 
to  poetry,  and  call  this  world  a  “  beantlfid  world."

PREACHING  FOR  THE  TIMES. 

A  very  high  mental  discipline  is  required,  at 
the  present  tune,  in  order  that  preaching  may  l»e 
simple,  plain  and  powerful.  It  was  a  remark  of 
Archbishop  Usher  to  the  clergy  of  his  diocese,  “  It 
takes  all  our  learning  to  be  simple.”  To  preach 
pliiin  and  simple,  says  Luther,  is  a  great  art.  These 
Statements  are  true  ones,  thtiugh  paradoxical,  and  j 
contrary  to  a  common  notion  res|)ecting  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  learning.  It  will,  however,  lie  found 
that  in  proportion  as  the  human  mind  liecomcs  a 
profound  master  of  the  truth,  it  becomes  able  to 
unfold  and  express  it  in  such  a  manner,  that  the 
wayfaring  man  need  nut  err,  and  also  in  sueh  a 
way  that  tho  cultivated  miml  feels  the  very  same 
influence  from  the  actual  verity.  We  sec  this 
llustrated  in  secular  literature.  The  greatest 
minds,  in  any  department,  address  tho  two  ex¬ 
tremes  of  human  culture,  as  well  as  all  the  inter- 
mediate.s.  Shakspeare  is  the  poet  of  the  masses, 
and  al.so  of  the  “laureate  fiaternity”  of  poets. 
That  homely  sense,  which  speaks  like  a  swain  to 
the  sw.ain,  and  that  ethereal  discourse,  which  is 
the  admiration  and  the  despair  of  the  cultivated 
reason  and  imagination,  both  alike,  flow  from  a 
thorough  apprehension  and  a  perfect  knowledge 
of  man  and  of  nature.  Lord  ISacon's  understand¬ 
ing  addresses  both  the  {leasant  and  the  philoso¬ 
pher,  because  it  grasped  what  it  seized,  and  saw 
ntirely  throngh  what  it  looked  at.  And  to  come 
down  to  our  own  time  and  country,  and  into  a 
department  that  more  than  any  other  is  bsth 
practical  and  popular,  how  powerfully  does  the 
eloquence  of  Webster  aflect  all  grades  of  intelli 
gence,  because  it  sprang,  so  uniformly,  out  of  an 
entire  mastery  of  the  subject.  In  each  of  the.se 
instances  there  was  learning,  in  the  sense  of  clear 
and  thorough  knowledge.  From  whatever  source 
it  is  derived — whether  from  intercourse  with  man 
and  self,  or  whether  it  is  drawn  more  immediately 
from  books — if  there  lie  a  clear  understanding,  a 
lierfcct  mastery,  there  will  be  plainness  ;  anti  if 
there  Ik? plainness,  there  will  lie  power. 

In  no  sphere  is  there  greater  neeil  of  this 
learned  plainness  than  in  religion,  and  esfK'cially 
in  no  age  more  than  our  own.  The  public  mind 
is  now  distracted  by  a  variety  of  information.  It 
has  read  and  hcaril  too  much.  It  is  discursive 
and  disinclined  to  ponilcron  fundamental  triilhs, 
Conso<iiienlly,  simplicity,  depth,  and  clearness, 
are  qualities  s|)ecially  required  in  the  public  re¬ 
ligious  addrcs.s  of  the  day.  in  order  that  men  may 
be  called  back  from  this  wandering  over  a  large 
surface,  and  induced  to  take  a  descending,  instead 
of  an  expatiating  method.  Never  did  man  more 
need  to  be  brought  back  to  his  individuality,  which 
is  a  very  simple  thing,  and  to  his  few  relations  to 
God.  which  are  yet  more  simple,  than  now.  Even 
gotal  men  find,  upon  their  death-beds,  that  they 
have  iK'cn  too  discursive,  even  in  their  religious 
study  and  experiendb.  Said  a  dying  theologian, 
••  My  theology  is  now  reduced  to  these  two  points, 
that  I  am  a  guilty  sinner,  and  that  the  blood  of 
Christ  expiates  human  guilt.” — Prof.  Shedd.

very  small,  and  it  was  the  design  to  get  statistics 
that  could  not  be  di.sputed. 

The  cost  of  amusements,  including  a  filthy 
little  bantling  of  a  theater,  amounts  to  8U.40H. 
The  statistics  tm  araiisements  do  not  include  any 
estimate  of  the  cost  of  balls  and  private  parties. 
These,  it  is  likely,  would  swell  the  amount  to  at 
least  S20,tH)D  more ;  and  then  take  into  the  ac¬ 
count  the  expenses  of  the  liquor  business,  first 
and  last,  and  it  will  be  found  that  the  whole  ex¬ 
pense  of  the  churches  in  Indianapolis  is  only  a 
fraction  i>f  the  cost  of  the  kingdom  of  Satan.  So 
it  would  be  found  in  every  land,  in  every  town 
Knd  village  of  the  whole  country.  Sin  is  fright¬ 
fully  exjiensivc.  1  know  of  one  firm  of  young 
and  talented  merchants  who  sunk  .S3G(M'm(  in 
about  two  years  in  gambling,  high  living.  Ac.
